THE DISPUTANTS. 
RUSSIA GAINS A POINT. 

[Special by Cable to The Chicago Tribune. | 
Loypox, March 31—6 a. m.—Russia has 
apparently scored the first point against En- 
gland, by obtaining the promise of the Porte 
to maintain strict nutrality. This promise 
in itself does not amount to much, since 
England could easily force Turkey to take 
sides with her, or at least to grant her such 
privileges as would be 
INCONSISTENT WITH NEUTRALITY, 
but it shows that of the two probable bel- 
ligerents Russia has better influence with 
Turkey than England. * 

Tux Tarsune’s Constantinople correspond- 
ent telegraphs that the resignation of Ahmed 
Vefik Pasha is daily expected, and as he 
has hitherto been England’s strongest friend 
in thé present Government of Turkey, his 
retirement would be — as 2 tri 
umph of 
RUSSIAN OVER ENGLISH INFLUENCE. 
Should this result be secured, Russia can 
afford to wait upon England's action before 
developing any active policy, and it would 
not be unlikely that things should remain in 
statu quo for several weeks. But England 
would find such a state of affairs 
VERY DIFFICULT TO MAINTAIN 
in the face of public sentiment at home, 
while it would be absolutely unbearable for 
Russia for any long period. As soon as she 
had succeeded in pacifying Austro-Hungary 
and in reorganizing and reinforcing her army, 
she would be forced by her financial necessi- 


ties to 
PRESENT AN ULTIMATUM 


to England, following it up by definite acts 
of war. 

Unless the English Government intend 
war with Russia they will have made them- 
selves ridiculous by calling out the reserve 
forces, which will add only about 35,000 men 
to the effective army, and to speak of such 
a decision as intended as a threat to Russia 
18 ABSURD. 

If Russia should reply toit by a sudden de- 
scent upon the Bosphorus end Dardanelles, 
England's fleet would be left ina most dan- 
gerous position, which might end in its de- 
struction.

than the mere calling out of the reserves, 
and that the instructions telegraphed to Ad-

ROUMANIA. 
THE BESSARABIAN QUBSTION. 
Diapaich to London Times. 

Vrewna, March 15.—The Presse receives from 
Bucharest an analysis of a memoir on the Besse- 
rabian question which the Roumanian Govern- 
ment has sent to the Signatory Powers, but 
which, however, has not yet been received here. 
The Roumanian Goverament, as may be remem- 
bered, once before informed the Powers of the 
position which it had taken up with regard to 
this question, while the resolution passed both 
in the Chamber and in the Senate leit no doubt 
that thesame views were fully shared by the 
Legislature, which rejected the demand for a 
retrocession of Bessarabia in exchange for 
any compensation whatever. The present 
Memoire, which enters more fuMy into the 
question, begins by stating that the Cabinet 
of St. Petersburg has already made an 
official proposal to tue Government for exchang- 
ing the Roumanian portion of Bessarabia for 
the Dobrudja, but that the Government finds 
itself compelled to decline energetically such a 
transaction.“ According to the view of the 
Roumanian Goveroment, the Powers, in stipu- 
lating by the Treaty Of Paris for the 
regulation of the frontier towards Bes- 
sarabia and the restitution to Moldavia of

VANCE’S DISAPPEARANCE.

Cincinnati, March 30.—It is ten days since 
the disappearance of ex-Congressman Vance, 
and the mystery is still unexplained.

Mr. Brooxs cannot 
be elected without votes, and it is the duty 
of every voter to turn out, not only to elect 
Brooxs, but to defeat Jonas.

THE WAR CLOUD. 

The news from Europe looks squally, and 
the political barometer drops day by day. 
The storm may blow over; but, if the two 
Powers principally involved keep approach- 
ing each other at dangerous points of inci- 
dence much longer at the rate they have 
moved fora few days past, they will find 
2 where they cannot retreat, and 
the guns will go off of themselves.” Re- 
viewing the ground of the past fortnight, it 
will be remembered that, after the official 
text of the Treaty of San Stefano was re- 
ceived, the “English Government demanded 
that every article in that treaty should be 
placed before the Congress in such a manner 
that it might be considered what articles re- 
quired the acceptance or concurrence of the 
several Powers, and what articles did not. 
Russia promptly replied that she would only 
agree to a discussion by the Congress of 
those portions of the Treaty directly affect- 
ing Europe, and, as is now shown by 
the diplomatic correspondence for the first 
time, Austria refused to support England’s 
demand. Thereupon Germany withheld the 
invitations to the Congress, which was 
equivalent to an abandonment of it alto- 
gether. In this critical situation, the En- 
glish Government announced its intention to 
call out the reserves, the proclamation for 
which will be issued to-morrow. Russia, re- 
garding this as a hostile act, addressed a note 
to the Porte demanding the dismissal of the 
British fleet from the neighborhood of Con- 
stantinople. In accordance with the instruc- 
tions of his Government, Mr. Layrarp, the 
English representative at Constantinople, re- 
plied that the fleet would not leave until the

80 fer as the impulses for 
action are now known, there is no probabil- 
ity that Austria will engage in the war un- 
less her personal interests are violated. We 
have already seen, by reference to the diplo- 
matic which is just coming 
to the light, that Austria refused to support 
England's demand with regard to the Con- 
gress. Although she has voted a war credit, 
and Ionatrerr’s mission is reported as being 
a failure, it does not follow that she will side 
with England as against Russia and provoke 
a European war, in which she would 
be the worst sufferer, and expose herself 
to disintegration. Germany will, if neces- 
sary, hold her off from an English alliance 
with agnp of iron. She owes that much to 
Russia, who kept Austria out of the field in 
the Franco-German war. If Austria, how- 
ever, draws the sword, Germany will protest. 
If there is going to be a European war, Ger- 
many will have a hand in, but an Emperor 
who has been defeated in two disastrous 
wars can be expected to learn some useful 
lessons, If Austria were a homogeneous 
nation, the case would be different, for theu 
the Austrian Emperor could appeal to all his 
subjects, with the ‘certainty they would sus- 
tain him. So long as Germany supports 
Russia, the Germans of Austria will not op- 
pose a movement that Germany favors. 80 
long as Russia is developing a policy that is 
in the interests of the Sclaves, the Austrian 
Sclaves will not oppose it. If the Magyars 
rise in sympathy with England, then they 
are overpowered by the Germans and 
Sclaves, not to speak of the Austrian army 
itself. So far as any future danger is con- 
cerned, she always has a bulwark in the oc- 
cupation of Bosnia and Herzegovina, to 
which neither Germany nor Russia will ob- 
ject. The London Spectator states the case 
well in the following extract: 


To risk agrand war in which defeat would be 
utter ruin—for his German millions would at once 
join their own people, who cannot be Cefeated—in 
order to prevent a possible and partly theoretical 
danger, is to attribute to the Emperor an imagina- 
tion of which his career affords not the emallest 
trace. Ot course he would like a weak Servia, and 
a weak North Bulgaria, and a weak South Bulgaria, 
and a Greece stro enough to be dreaded in 
Philippopolis, and of course he will try to secure 
these ends in the Congress; and his representative 
will point, as he argues, tothe mobilized corpse 
armee, but to suppose him capable of a gigantic 
war for them, a war in which. even if be were vic- 
torious, Prince Bismarck would dictate the ultimate 
— of peace, is to attribute to him the rashest 
foliv. 


If there is to be war, it means war between 
Russia and England, in which Russia would 
be @hting to secure the results of the recent 
war, to which she is entitled, and England 
would be fighting without a Continental ally 
for an indefinite idea. Such a war would be 
regarded in this country with extreme satis- 
faction. Remembering the moral aid ex- 
tended to us by Russia in our own War, the 
Bear would have our best wishes in his strug- 
gle with the Lion; and Yankee blockade- 
runners are as sharp and swift as the 
English. 


IMPORTANCE OF THE LOCAL ELECTION. 

It is a difficult matter to maintaina gen- 
eral public interest in local elections from 
year to year. Two years ago, the taxpayers 
of Chicago were so thoroughly awake to the 
dangers of a continued bummer government 
of municipal affairs that they were able to 
carry everything before them, and succeeded 
in electing competent and trustworthy Al- 
dermen from nearly every ward in the city. 
This spasm of self-preservation extended 
over last year to a degree sufficient to enable 
the property-owners to elect their candidates, 
but this year the people mainly interested in 
the result have again relapsed into a state of 
indifference. This indifference has been so 
general that the Aldermanic candidates in 
many of the wards have been nominated by 
a mere handful of v ; many of the nom- 
inations were so objectionable that, within 
afew days, some real effort has been made 
to improve them, and there is still an oppor- 
tunity, by the manifestation of the proper 
interest and zeal, to maintain a majority in 
the Council in favor of continued retrench- 
ment. 

It is strange that any man who has inter- 
ests to protect should ignore the special im- 
portance of next Tuesday's election. The 
General Charter under which the city is now 
governed gives the Council wider powers for 
good or for evil than it ever possessed be- 
fore, and the usefulness or injury which that 
body can now subserve has been increased in 
proportion. There was certainly never a 
time when brains, energy, and honesty were 
mere needed in the Council than now. The 
financial embarrassments of the city will 
require the keenest intellect and courage, if 
a satisfactory solution is to be attained. 
Reckless men or stupid men could easily in- 
volve the city tosuch an extent that there 
would be nothing left to do but shut up 
shop and throw the people upon a system 
of voluntary protection of all the interests 
included under the designation of the City 
Government. Any such result could not fail 
to injure greatly the reputation of Chicago 
as a metropolis. It will devolve mainly upon 
the Council whose character will be 
determined by next Tuesday's election 
to adopt a plan for a permanent 
emancipation from the complications 
and embarrassments that have grown out of 
the recent Supreme Court decisions. It is 
admitted that, sooner or later, the city must 
revert to the only economical plan of paying 
as it goes; it is admitted that the efficiency 
of the most essential departments of the 
City Government—the fire, police, and 
schools— must be maintained; it is admitted 
that the city must not repudiate the floating 
indebtedness which was acquired through 
the willingness of capitalists to advance the 
means for paying current expenses; it is 
admitted that the servants of the city must 
be paid, and that without being subjected to 
such a ‘‘ shave” on tax-warrants as will re- 
duce their wages below a living rate. But 
it has not yet been determined how all these 
things are to be accomplished, in view of the 
limitation on the bonded debt,—the 
decisions of the Court virtually pro- 
hibiting the temporary borrowing of 
money,—and the unavoidable deferment of 
the tax-collection eighteen months beyond 
the time when the current use of the appro- 
priations begins. The solution of this 
problem will be the business of the Council, 
more than one-half of whose members are 
to be elected day after to-morrow. Has 
there ever been a situation requiring more 
ability and devotion in the City Legislature ? 

Under this state of things, it is more than 
ever the duty of every voter to examine con- 
scientiously the respective qualifications of 
the various candidates for Aldermen in his 
ward, and cast his vote according to his best 
convietions. In some of the wards there are 
candidates whose names, positions, or past 
services are a sufficient guarantee for capa- 
ble and honest service; in all such cases, the

ART AND SUNDAY. 

The Sunday question recently assumed a 
new and interesting phase in Philadelphia 
in its application to art matters, and devel- 
oped a degree of obstinate bigotry that was 
hardly to be expected in that city. The 
Philadelphians, having an Academy et Fine 
Arts, were desirous to extend its advantages 
to the largest possible number of people by 
opening it on Sundays, when many people 
might attend who have no opportunities 
during the week days. To open it, however, 
they must obtain the consent of the Legis- 
lature, which for a long time obstinately 
refused to sanction the proceeding, but 
finally yielded. Considering the general 
reputation of the Pennsylvania Legislature, 
and the low ebb of Philadelphia politics, the 
repugnance of a large number of the mem- 
bers to a Sunday art exhibition is, to say the 
least, an astonishing as well as incompre- 
hensible display of moral nicety and virtu- 
ous discrimination. If Boston can stand it 
to have her Art Museum open free on Sun- 
days, and New York her tion Art 
Exhibition, it is difficult to see why Phila- 
delphia, or the members of the Legislature 
who represent her, should be so squeamish, 
or seek to broaden their phylagteries and 
exalt themselves above their neighbors. 

The papers of Philadelphia made a strong 
fight for the Sunday opening, and urged 
strong reasons on their side of the question, 
which might have been made still stronger. 
In the case of opening saloons on Sunday, 
especially those of the lower sort, the Sab- 
batarians can make a strong and unanswera-

Perfecting the Phonograph Beyond 
Even the Dreams of the 
Carica(urists. 


Promising that It Shall Really Repeat 
a Full Opera, Not to Speak of 
a 500-Page Novel. 


New York World, March 29. 

Yesterday morning a reporter of the World 
called upon Prof. Edson at his laboratory in 
Menlo Park, N. J. After greetings had been 
exchanged, the reporter asked. How is the 
phonograph to-day, Mr. Edison!“ „Oh. about 
the same as usual, was the answer; but 
come and ask it. It has an answer for every 
man, and generally in his own words.“ 

The reporter followed Mr. Edison to an upper 
room, where the phonograph was resting on a 
table, and, as the cylinder slowly turned, he 
shouted at it, pleasantly: How are you!” 
Then the cylinder was shifted backwards and 
again turned, and the phonograph cried out in 
the same cheerful tone that the reporter had 
used: How are you?” 

Mr. Edison seated himseif before his favorite 
invention and talked, scoided, sung, and 
whistied to it for a while, receiving answers ac- 
cording to his folly or bis wisdom. Alter a few 
moments the Professor threw bimeself back ia 
his chair and gazed abstractedly before him. 
Then be said, It is funny, after all. You have 
to pucker up your mouth to Whistle, but the 
phonograph doesn’t pucker one bit. Martin,’ 
he continued, calling to 2 of his workmen, 
**come here and sing bass for me.’ 

A double mouthpiece was placed over the dia- 
phragm of the instrument, and while Prof. Edi- 
son sang John Brown’s Body iu a loud voice 
at one side Martin struegied at the other side 
with a bass so deep that the air-vibrations were 
about only three a minute. 

“ You didn’t sing loud enough,“ said the Pro- 
fessor, as he shifted the cylinder. 

Well, no.“ answered Martin; “I couldn't 
jest git the richt chord. But we got it ‘hunky’ 
the other day. 

The crank was then turned, and the air of the 
song was sung by the phonograph with an occa- 
sional far-off bass pote struggling to be heard. 
Mr. Edison thougbt be could improve upon this 
rendering, and he again sang the song as a solo 
to the same sheet of foil. When the cylinder 
was revolved this time the air burst forth with 
vigor, once or twice failing to connect where a 
note had dragged in the second singing of the 
tune. 

Mr. Edison now raised himself, and the re- 
porter cast his eyes avout the room, at the ceil- 
ing and on the flour. Overhead was a net of 
telegraph-wires resembling a huge spider’s web, 
all terminating in a large battery placed in the 


Do you use all those wires!“ asked the re- 

rter.

The reporter now took a turn around the 
room. There were thousands of small and large 
bottles, containing chemicals, drugs. and oils, 
ranged on s against three of the walls. 
There was hvdrofluosilicic acid, chioroform, 
ether, chloral-bydrate, ammoniated tincture oi 
gum guaiac, iodide of potassium, kerosene oil, 
sulphuric acid, and other things of widely differ- 
ent uses. 

What is the idea of vour keepinga whole- 
sale drug-store here, Mr. Edison asked the 
reporter. 

„Well.“ answered the Professor, I keep all 
those things, because I don’t know bow soon I 
may need them. Whenever I see a 
new chemical or drug announced 1 buy 
it, no matter what it costs. Now 
here’s something I prepared,” and he handed 
the reporter a bottle containing a clear, straw- 
colored liquid. That's composed of morphine, 
chioral-hydrate, chioroform, nitre of ample, 
cassia, and cloves. Those things have no 
chemical action on each other, and they’ll stop 
any kind of pain immediately. 

During all this time the es receiver 
at the other end of the room had n clicking 
with messages that were passing over the wire. 
Suddenly there was a slight change in the click, 
aud Mr. Edison. although somewhat deaf, in- 
stant detecting the variation, ran to the instru- 
ment and took by ear a message intended for 


him. 

When he had read it he said: “By the way, 
Prof. Bartlett, of the University of Pennsylva- 
nia, is going to deliver a lecture soon, and haif 
of it is to be talked to the phonograph. Then 
I' attach the instrument to the telephone and 
send the lecture to Philadelphia. I have just 
received a letter, he continued, saying that 
the phonograph has been exbibited before the 
French Academy, and that every one was de- 
lighted with it. Mr. Hervey, the electrician, 
has sent me his congratulations.“ 

* Aren’t you a good deal of a wizard, Mr. 
Edison!“ asked the reporter. 

“Oh, no,“ he answered with one of his 
pleasant laughs; “I don’t betieve much in 
that sort of thing. I went to Heller 
the other nicht. His tricks are very 
good and very smart, but I ficured out ali of 
them excepting one. The ‘second sight’ is the 
thinnest of all. But come down-stairs and I'll 
show you the new model of the phonograpb.”’ 

The reporter followed Mr. Edison into the 
work-room, where about a dozen lathes and 
machines were in full operation. On one. of 
the tables was the model. The improvement in 
the phonograph consists in a circular plate be- 
ing substituted for the cylinder, and clock-work 
for the crank. This clock-movement is a very 
important movement,” said Mr. Edison. “It 
insures complete regularity and accuracy, aud 
can be thrown out of and into gear instama- 
neously. We are going to start a publication 
office in New York when the phonograph is 
ready.“ 

What do you intend to publish“ asked the 
reporter. a 

** Music, novels, general literature, and many 
other kinds of matter that are read by persons 
and reproduced by instruments or their vocal 
organs for the benefit of themselvea and other 


persons. Take music to begin with. We will 
phon ph orchestral concerts by brass and 
string bands, instrumental and vocal solos and 


part songs. The sheets bearing the sound im- 
pressions of this music will be removed from 
the phonograph and multiplied to any extent 
by electrotyping, and persons can make selec- 
tions of any compositions they desire. Then 
this music may be reproduced by any phono- 
graph, with all the original sweetness and ex- 
pression; and not only thai, but the pitch can 
be raised or lowered by increasing or nish- 
ing tiie speed of the phonograpb.”’

Regulation of the Native Press.Gagging 
Newspapers that “Malign the English 
Rule.“ 

CAlcurra, March 14.—The Council of the 
Governor-General in its sitting to-day passed 
the bill for the better regulation of the native 
Indian press, enabling the Government to 
repress more promptly all seditious writ- 
ing, extortion, and intimidation dy 
vernacular journalists. The bill pro- 
vides that where necessary the District Magis- 
trate or Commissioner of Police may, with the 
sanction of the local Government, require the 
publisher of a vernacular paper to execute a 
bond undertaking not to allow the future publ. 
cation of such objectionable matter. As an al- 
ternative for the bond the publisher may enter 
into a written engagement to submit the proofs 
of his articles to an authorized officer. 


Sir Alexander Arbuthnot, in moving 
the bill, explained that it was only 
permissive, giving the Government the 


rower to introduce its operation where neces- 


sary. For instance, it was not at present con- 
sidered necessary to introduce its o peration in 
tne Madras Presidency, nor would any publisher 
come under its operation unless the local Gov- 
ernment thought fit. He vointed out that sedi- 
tious and libelous writing had greatly increased, 


er adduced many instances showing 
the existing law to be inadequate and unsuit- 
able. What was needed was preventive and not 
punitive measures aloue. Sir Alexander then 
drew attention to the opinions expressed by Sir 
Thomas Munro and the members of Sir Charles 
Metcalie’s Government in 1835, and especially 
Mr. Prinsep’s prediction respecting the necessi- 
ty of ccntrolliug the native Indian press. The 
operation of the bill, Sir Alexander point-

Mr. B. W. Colvin and the Hon. Ashley Eden 
(Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal) also sup- 
bowed the bill, stating that they could hardly 
conceive how two opinions could exist on 
the subject. The evil had long been recog- 
nized in Bengal and other local Governments. 
As a member of the Council of the Governor- 
General, the Lieutenant-Governor accepted his 
fuil share of responsibility for.the measure. 
He denied that the Government objected to 
fair hostile criticism; but the extracts before 
him, pumbering above 150, were not of that 


character. The speaker was not concerned 
at personal attacks. bat he showed 
the utter licentiousness and the false 


ideas of liberty manifested by the native 
papers in question. All the better portion of 
the vernacular press was quite free from these 
faults, and would remain unaffected by the 
measure, while the pavers written in English 
showed a sense of responsibility and a desire for 
fair discussion.

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TO BE HANGED. 


Such Is the Sentence of Sherry 
and Connelly. 


McConville’s Murderers to Expiate on 
June 21. 


The motion for a new trialin the case of 
Sherry and Conneily, the murderers of McCon- 
ville, came up in the Criminal Court yesterday 
afternoon, and was at considerable 
length. The court-room was well filled with 
the curious, and the defendants were seated on 
the criminals’ side of the table, in the same po- 
sition, and in about the same spirits, as they 
were upon their trial some weeks ago. They 
were unaccompanied by friends, from the fact 
that they have few, if any. Sherry’s sister, 
however, occupied a seat in a remote portion of 
the room, looked on in blank amazement, and 
did not seem to appreciate the situation. 

Mr. Anderson opened the argument on the 
motion in behalf of Sherry, and took the posi- 
tion that his client was entirely innocent of tbe 
killing of McConville, under the evidence ad- 
duced, and maintajned with considerable ener- 
gv and force, in an analyzation of the testi- 
mony, that Sherry had not kicked the murder- 
ed man after he had been stabbed, and further 
that there was no conspiracy between his client 
and Connelly, and consequently the verdict of 
the jury was not warranted by the facts. 

Mr. Coffee, for Connelly. urged as the reason 
why a new trial should be granted that the mo- 
tion for a separate trial of his client had been 
denied, that improper instructions had been 
given the jury, and evidence had been admitted 
that should have been excluded. 

State's-Attornev Mills followed for the people 
in his usual forcible style. He maintained that 
the defendants had conspired, that they had 
bad a fair trial, that the death-bed declaration 
of McConville was clear and convicting, and 
that. under no circumstances could a new trial 
be granted. 

Col. McClanahan followed for Sherry. He 
argued that the jury had been persuaded and 
controlled by the surroundings and public sen- 
timent, rather than the facts, in reaching a ver- 
dict. He dwelt at great length upon the con- 
epiracy point and death-bed declaration of the 
deceased, and made a manful fight in a bad 
cause. 

Mr. Mills was about to close for the people 
when interrupted by Judge Jameson, who said 
he proposed to decide the case at once. The 
arguments, so far, he said, had been on the 
facts, which the jury had passed on,—and as

as ever satin the court. He did not conceive 
it to be his province to pass on the facts; yet 
he was not prepared to dispute the conclusions 
of the jury, or to interfere with the verdict 
unless he became satisfied that he had erred 
in — gm | the law in his rulings. He was 
satisfi that a conspiracy had beer formed 
by the defendants, and characterized their 
drunken orgies on the fatal night as a 
drama of lust and blood. That there 
was a conspiracy, he said, was evidenced 
by the fact that the defendants uiesced 
in everything during their spree. t bad 
not been proven clearly that they conspired to 
do murder, but it was not denied that they con- 
spired to do illegal acts, nor that they done 
legal acts. Their career that evening was one 
of drunkenness and assault, and all the circum- 
stances pointed to the fact that they were bent 
on crime. They bad confessed as much on the 
stand. The dying declaration of the deceased, 
he said, had been —— proven, and 
rightiy admitted as evidence. It might have 
been witnessed by some one else than the brother 
of tne murdered man, but the fact that it was 
not did not cut any figure, for the deceased had 
but a momeng before making it been visited bv 
his religious instructor, and had been solemniy 
prepared for the work, and informed of bis coming 
dissolution. In conclusion, he said he had been 
influenced by the law, and had left the facts to 
the jury, and, not being able tosee any errors in 
the instructions or rulings, overruled the motion 
for a new trial. 

The prisoners were unmoved by the decision, 
and acted as if nothing had oceurred, and after 
a consultation between the Judge and the 
State’s Attorney for a few moments, the ordeal 
of sentencing the unfortunates was commenced. 

Mr. Mills—May it please your Honor, I ask 
that the prisoners be sentenced. 

The orisouers responded by rising from their 
seats, upon the suggestion of their attorneys, 
and the Court said. One at a time, please. 

Conneliy was seated in a minute and Sherry 
stepped forward nervously and downcast, and 
his eyes filled with tears. 

THE SENTENCES. 

The Court—George Sherry, have you anything 
to say why the sentence of the law should not 
be vassed upon you! 

Sherry—Yes, sir. There were several men 
came along in the jail that said they never 
would have found me guilty,—tbat is, not to 
hang me. Another thing: there were two jury- 
men on that jury, and I have been told bya 
certain man that there was another man told 
him that a man met him on Thirteenth street, 
and he was going up. and he was asked where 
he was going; he said he was going to hang me 
and Conoelly. I know be wasaJew. Another 
thing: my witnesses were not summoned, some 
1 were policemen, and I know | never 
bad a fair trial; I know they said they wouid 
keep back the trial, and I know I never had a 
fair trial or anything else. 

The Court—That is all 22 to say! 

Sherry—I guess that is all. 

The Court—I think you have had a fair trial. 

Sherry—I don’t think 1 did; they were going 
so hard on us; I don’t see how I had a fair trial; 
they just rushed us up to trial so quick, and 
everybody was ready to swear against us, and 
then Donnugan swore false. 

The Court—Is that all you wish to say! 

Sherry—That is all. 

The Court—You have had what I deem a fair 
trial by a very fair jury, a long and patient bear- 
ing of all the evidence, and, so far as we can 
know, the verdict of the j was just; the 
crime committed on that occasion, in which the 
jury found you participated, was one of the 
most heinous that could be committed by hu- 
mau hands; and, while it is true there was a 
very great excitement in the community, still I 
think there was no disposition on the pert of 
the authorities to give vou anything but 
a fair and impartial trial. The sentence of the 
Court is that you be taken from this court-room 
to tne County Jail, and there be confined until 
the Ast day of June next, and then, by the 
Sheriff of the county, within the walls of the 
jail, between the hours of 9 and 12 o’clock, to 
be hanged by the neck until you are dead, and 
may God have mercy on your soul. 

As soon as the sentence had been pronounc- 
ed, Sherry resumed his seat and was joined by 
his attorneys, who whispered words of cheer 
which caused a smile to illumine his sulien 
countenance. 

Connelly then stepped forward to go through 
the same formality. He was cool and deiiber- 
ate, and shuwed himself to be possessed of con- 
siderable nerve.
